WOMEN ARE BRAVE 


Paris, April 5.—As the excitement 


incident to the first few days of the 
German offensive dies down, reports 
come in of the bravery in the face 
of danger of various workers in the 
American Red Cross. 


Women workers of the Red Cross 


who were aiding civilians in recon- 
struction and. relief work at Ville- 
quier, near the River Somme, left 
their posts just two hours before the 
Germans arrived in the town. With 
their automobiles they aided in re- 
moving the civilians and picking up 
many wounded along the roads. The 
women were the last civilians to 
leave the town, just preceding the 
French troops. 


Another Red Cross unit, stationed 


in a hospital just back of the lines, 
w<ls ordered to evacuate in two hours. 
They left at 2o'clock in the morning 
and were chased for miles by a Ger- 
man aviator before reaching a point 
of safety. The next day the unit went

refugees and

Oklahoma do not understand the rule 
governing the licensing of distribu- 
tors is evidenced by the letters pour- 
ing into the office of P. A. Morris, 
fuel administrator for Oklahoma. The 
does not require the retain dealers 
to obtain a license. Any person, part- 
nership, corporation or association 
physically receiving, handling and do- 
liverlng coal or coke to the consum- 
ers is classed as a retail dealer an.d 
needs 
no license. 
Producers 
and 


miners of coal and manufacturers of 
coke, distributing exclusively their 
own product, also are not required to 
have-A license. 
"Som* time ago the United States 


Fuel Administrator announced that 
on and after April 1, 1918, the bus- 
iness of jobbers and their compensa- 
tion would be governed by new reg- 
ulations. 
"In explanation of that announce- 


ment, it 'Was stated that under the 
former system various abuses sprang 
up which rendered a change in the 
rule necessary. Among these abuses 
was the organization of 
affiliated 


companies solely for the purpose of 
co'lectlng the jobbers' margin, the 
"swapping of coal," and other fictit- 
ious trade operations which increased 
the cost of coal to the consumer. 


"The Fuel Administration recog- 


nized that "the jobber Is essential 
to the conduct of the coal business," 
and undertook to determine the best 
means of assuring him a reasonable 
compensation for his services while 
at the same time preventing improp- 
er practices. 
The Fuel Administra- 


tion disclaimed any intention to elim- 
inate the legitimate j.obbers, 
and 


stated that it recognized their im- 
portance to the trade.

"Under them, he may as hereto- 


fore purchase and resell coal for his 
own account. 
When he acts in this 


capacity ,his profit is limited only 
by the regulation that he may not 
sell at any price in excess of the 
government mine price and that he 
may not make^any other profit di- 
rectly or indirectly on coal purchas- 
ed for his own account. 


"On the other hand, performing 


his function of rendering service to 
the consumer or retail dealer in pro- 
curing coal, he may, when he has 
been authorized by the dealer or con- 
sumer, buy for them at any price not 
in excess of the government mine 
price; and ehose who choose to em- 
ploy him for this purpose may com- 
pensate him by paying him a pur- 
chasing commission not eo exceed in 
any case the reasonable limit fixed 
in the regulations as the maximum 
compensation fojvthat service. In this 
transaction he may not make any 
profit directly or 
indirectly 
other 


than his 
purchasing commission. 


These commissions are briefly: 15c 
on bituminous, 20c 
on ', anthracite 


coal in the East, and 30c in the 
West, and 5 per cent of the delivered 
price on smithing coal."

SYMPATHIZER FREED 


Tulsa, kO,, April 5,—John Mains, 


Tulsa, police 'officer, was exonerat- 
ed and released amid the cheers of 
a 
crowded courtroom 
yesterday 


morning in the court of Justice Lee 
Daniel when he had a preliminary 
hearing on the charge of murdering 
Stephen Ivenoff, a Bulgarian, who 
' made pro-German remarks. It was a 
' case of self-defense, Justice Daniel 
held, .when it was related that Iven- 
off .had opened fire on the officer. 


Ivenoff, who was' employed as a 


. miner, at Hickory, is said to have de- 
clared in the presence of several din- 
ers at a boarding house that he 
•wished Germany would win, and that 


: he wished he was over there to help 


thorn whip the allies. 


Van Biervliett, a loyal Belgian, 


proprietor of the boarding house, was 
the only witness to testify. It was he 
who came after the officers when 
Ivenoff expressed 
his 
pro-Greman 


sentiments, and he with Mains start- 
ed in pursuit of Ivenoff when they 
returned to Hickory and found he 
had left. Ivenoff. was found down on 
the Katy tracks, where the battle 
took "place. Seem? the 
officer 
and 


Biervliett .he open'd fire and one bul- 
let narrowly 
missed Mains. Mains 


then fired and 
the 'bullet 
which 


struck the Bulgarian proved fatal a 
few hours later at the Oklahoma 
hospital. 


On hearing the story of Biervliett, 


Justice Daniel took the position that 
further testimony was useless and ho 
discharged Mains, after making a 
Patriotic talk and warning pro-Ger- 
mans not to speak their sentiments 
against the United States. 


S. L. Miller, who shot Joe Spring, 


an alleged pro-German, was releas- 
ed last week in tho same courtroom 
and the cheers that greeted the de- 
cision at that 
time -were echoed 


again yesterday.

Argen- 


tina's attitude toward 'German in- 
trigues in South America has just 
been given by a statement of Presi- 
dent Felimiano Viera, of Urugu.iy, in 
which he informed the Uruguayan 
congress that President Irigoyen, of 
Argentina, had promised to place the 
entire Argentine armed force a.t the 
disposition of Uruguay if that coun- 
try's northern provinces were threat- 
ened by the rumored German upris- 
ing in Southern 
Brazil, 
Argentina 


volunteering at the same time lio as- 
sume whatever responsibilities might 
result from such a step. 


The disclosure was a great surprise 


to the Argentine people as it jvas to 
the Uruguayans', Speaking 
to 
the 


Uruguayan Congress, President Viera 
said: 
"With Argentina we have still 


further strengthened the sentiments 
of friendly solidarity which connect 
our two countries and which were 
confirmed not long ago by President 
Irigoyen with an action that does 
honor to his American sentiments. 


"In view of the serious suspicions 


t.hat the German 
government 
was 


fostering an insurrection in the Ger- 
man colonies with the object of pro- 
ducing an uprising in the provinces 
of southern Brazil, it being intimat- 
ed that it was also intended to pro- 
duce an invasion of the north of our 
territory, the Uruguayan government 
in bringing the matter to the atten- 
tion of President Irigoyen, asked ex- 
pressly what would be the attitude 
of the Argentine government in case 
the Uruguayan government should 
find it necessary to ask for materials 
of war for the arming of the militias 
which should 'bo mobilized.
